The intofScienry of the Society in itn 
original form fur the growing exigenci?* 
of Iht afllicted poor, and (he ■builti!* ne- 
ccmly of an infirmary, had for *ume 
yrar.i been preajed opon the atlerilitui of 
the Conimittee. The liuura of the Gene- 
ral Hospital had long been closed, or 
nearly ao, ogainat the free population , 
wlulut rakes uf that kind of diitrrsi for 
wlmh fuKpjtal* are iperialty intemfeil. 
contintied lu increase every year. M \vtu 
(-■emmillft," aayi the Keport " liad for 
*otnt yean conleitijilaled the establish merit 
of un infirmary , and a long curreapoiidefice 
tnraiuitable me had tcrminMed, ihrough 
(he kind aupport of Ilia Kicellency, in 
(he grant, by the Home Government, of 
the eouih wing of the hospital la can-y 
out their view*.

Mr. N. C. Siill, Inspeetar of 
Diatillenva, ptaved. that while on duly an the 
4th of SepembeelMt, at the Brisbane Distil- 
lery, he found thirty -live gallons of spirit* ofj 
degree* over proof in a law wine leceieer in 
the Mill-house. It appcend tkat ilic tuu-iti 
hid been turned in there by a small pip* lead- 
ing from Ih* strong aptrit receiver undcT the 
tail pipe of Ihe atiU lata an adjoining receiver 
for low win** or weak apiriu — the suitl! pipe 
having bcea inserted unknown to the lupee- 
tor, and th* proper eour** being to pump the 
apiriu direct fro to lha strong spirit reoeivcl ItilO 
ihe bonded alar*. Th* ttidente of Mr. Max- 
well, the Chief Inapectoi of Distilleries, cor- 
roborated thai of tb. leal witness. 

Tne deposition for the defendant went to 
show that the tail pipe hid been inierted by 
direction of t he defendant, not for the purpose 
of defnuiting the revenue, but merely to save 
bailing any weak spirit* which might icti- 
dentally run from lha tail pip* intn the strong 
apiitt receiver— and that ihe spirit* found in 
th* low win* rtceirat wait weak spirit* 
only. 

Th* Sor,iatTO*.rj*!iaB*i. prayed ■ decree far 
tb* penal tie* libelled for, upon the ground thai 
front whatever eauaa ih* spirit* were found In 
the low wine Reviver, a clear bceavrb of Ibe 
Act had been eotnmiued, Inasmuch t* they 
wai* out of the bonded alare . 

Mr. Law* contended that the allaeatlaa* of 
the libel had not been proved, and that ibe 
proceeding waa bad ai iiaifan, a* th* Inapeotor 
had no actual right lo sue : for although ihe 
Act contained a provision as to bow th* p«- 
nslty was to he divided, the Court poseeaaed 
no power of enforcing aucb a dlvition.

and he atill charge* with more impetuoaity, or
